The report which I have furnished you covered the 
year 1836, and was published therefore only two years 
after the diocese of Vincennes was established; and.

State, there had been considerable progress during these 
two years, because, as I have already informed you, in 
the year 1834, the newly consecrated Bishop had only two 
priests in his whole jurisdiction. 

In the summary above it will also be noted that the 
principal little settlements occasionally visited by priests, 
were located along the Canal, then being built, but which 
has jong since been drained, and which has been parallel- 
ed since by the Wabash Raiiroad.

A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CATHOLIC MEN 


The general objectives of the National Council of Catho- 
li¢ Men are: 

(1) To serve as the channel for the interchange of in- 
formation and service between the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference and the laity in their common work for the 
Church. 

(2) To be a central clearing house of information re- 
garding activities of Catholic men and women. 

(3) To promote under ecclesiastical supervision unity 
and cooperation among clergy and laity in matters that affect 
the general welfare of the Church and of the nation. 

(4) To aid existing Catholic organizations to work 
more effectively in their own localities. 

(5) To co-operate in furthering the aims of all ap- 
proved movements in the interests of the Church and society 
at large. 

(6) To participate through Catholic lay representation 
in national and international movements involving moral 
questions. 

(7) To bring about a better understanding and a more 
widespread appreciation of Catholic principles and ideals in 
our educational, social and civic life. 

Numerous Natonal Organizations of men as such are 
affiliated with the National Council of Catholic Men, even 
though members of the lo¢al Councils, Courts, or Branches 
belong to the parish Council: The Nationa] Council of Catho- 
lic Men has representation in over 100 dioceses at present. 
After it begins to function by intensive interest in every dio- 
cése, one can readily perceive that the Catholics of the United 
States will be much more unified, and will be able to make 
their influence felt both for the good of the Church and ot 
the Republic. 

Pope Pius Xl, commending the various activities of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, recently said in a 
letter to the American Hierarchy: “By uniting ever more 
closely the forces at your command you will impart to the 
Christian life in your country a greater and greater vigor in 
the spirit of justice and charity, to the end that the reign 
among you of the Lord Jesus, the Prince of True Peace, may 
be supreme anc abound in every blessing.”’ 

Bishop & mbs, of Cleveland, under whose guidance 
the lay Organization operates, says: “The National Council 
of Catholic Mer the one association that reaches out and 
aims to associate every Catholic man and every 
every kind of int st and bring them together.”’

Last week we finished our ex- 


lanation of all the rments 
vestments) worn by the priest 
at Holy ere are sever- 


al other vestments you have no- 
ticed and wonder about. For in- 
stance, the Biretta, which the 
riest wears when he goes to the 
altar, and the Surplice, worn at 
Benediction and when he admin- 
isters Baptism, and Holy Com- 
munion. Of course you have no- 
ticed the black cassock (soutane) 
worn by the priest. 

The Cassock (soutane) is a 
long, close fitting tunic reaching 
to the feet. The Pope wears a 
white cassock, the Cardinals 
wear red, the Bishops wear Pur- 
ple and priests and other clerics 
wear black. It is well for you 
to remember these differences in 
color so you can pay the proper 
respect to the dignitaries. y 
not follow through these lessons 
so you will understand the mean- 
ing and symbolism of the vest- 
ments you see the priest and 
Bishops wear? 

Every priest wears a Bray ate Bi 
on his head when he goes to the 
altar to say Mass. he “biret- 
ta,”’ children, is a cap with three, 
and sometimes four ridges or 
peaks on its upper surface. As 
a general rule you find a tuft or 
tassel on the top. The _ three 
ridges remind us of the Trinity, 
but they are used by the priest 
for removing or putting on the 
“biretta.” The “biretta’ was 
originally a skull cap and the 
peaks were added in order to 
take it off and put it on easily. 

The “biretta” is a sign of 
Church authority and dignity. 
The color of the “biretta” means 
a great deal. The Cardinals 
wear red, and the bishops wear 
purple. Since 1887 priests and 
other inferior clergy wear black. 
Certain Canons Regular are per- 
mitted to wear white, and the 
Domestic Prelates—like Rever- 
end and Right Reverend Mon- 
signors—wear black “biretta”
